“Robin Hood” is the Disney Studio’s 
second movie about the outlaw chief of 
Nottingham, and by far the more en- 
trancing of the two. Walt, who had been 
attracted to the legend of Robin Hood 


from boyhood, filmed it as a realistic, 
live-action adventure in 1952. Accuracy 
was his aim throughout, and “The Story 
of Robin Hood and His Merrie Men” was 
photographed in Sherwood Forest and 
other authentic English locales after hav- 
ing been meticulously researched. 

Almost 20 years later, Disney artists 
came up with the idea of retelling the tale 
of Robin Hood in animation. Wolfgang 
Reitherman, a Disney veteran, took over 
the task of producing and directing. 
From the onset, Reitherman realized 
that not only was he following in Walt’s 
footsteps, but those of several others 
going all the way back to the 12th century. 
Robin Hood was mentioned in ballads 
which were passed by word of mouth 
from generation to generation. His 
name first appeared in the writing of 
John of Fordun, a Scottish historian, and 
in an English poem about “Piers Plow- 
man” written in the mid-130( 


The doubt surrounding Robin Hood’s 
existence far outweighs any evidence 
that he lived. One source says that he was 
born about 1160 at Locksley, Notts., and 
was the outlawed Earl of Huntingdon, 
Robert Fitzooth, in disguise. The first 
printed collection of ballads about him 
was “The Lytel Geste of Robin Hood” by 
Wynkyn de Worde in 1490. 

And so it went through the centuries. 

ael Drayton wrote of Robin 
Hood in 1612. Sir Walter Scott intro 
duced him in two novels, “Ivanhoe 
(1819) and “The Talisman” (1825). He in- 
spired an 1890 operetta by Reginald D 
Koven, and finally, in our century) 
numerous movies including the 1922 si- 
lent starring Douglas Fairbanks and the 
È Adventures of Robin Hood” s 
ring Errol Flynn, in 1938. Ric 
Greene played the outlaw in a 1955-1958 
TV series. Elsewhere along the way, 
Robin Hood was the hero of “The Prince

of Thieves,” “Men of Sherwood Forest,” 
“Sword of Sherwood Forest” “Bandit of 
Sherwood Forest,” “Rogues of Sherwood 
Forest, and “Wolfshead: the Legend of 
Robin Hood,’ among a handful of 
quickly made swashbucklers. 

Intent upon breaking new ground, 
Reitherman and his team of writers, art- 
ists and composers conceived the idea of 
depicting the story of Robin Hood 
“through the eyes of the animals of 
Sherwood Forest, who knew him best.” 
They created a cartoon cast headed by 
Robin Hood, a fox; Little John, a bear; 
Prince John, a lion; Friar Tuck, a badger; 
the Sheriff of Nottingham, a wolf; Maid 
Marian, a vixen; and Allan-a-Dale, a 
rooster. They also originated a number 
of comic characters to enrich the legend, 
notably Sir Hiss, a snake; Lady Kluck, a 
chicken; and a couple of vultures named 
Nutsy and ‘Trigger. 

Reitherman’s next task was to give 


those animated actors voices. In al- 
phabetical order, he signed on Brian 
Bedford to speak for Robin Hood, Pat 
Buttram for the Sheriff of Nottingham, 
Ken Curtis for Nutsy, Andy Devine for 
Friar Tuck, Monica Evans for Maid Ma- 
rian, Phil Harris for Little John, George 
Lindsay for Trigger, Roger Miller for 
Allan-a-Dale, Carole Shelley for Lady 
Kluck, Terry-Thomas for Sir Hiss, and 
Peter Ustinov for Prince John. Then, as 
yet another innovation, he added 
five songs and a full musical score to 
the production. 

Meanwhile animators and back- 
ground artists—over 40 of them—were 
hard at work. During the four years it 
took to complete “Robin Hood,’ they 
produced 350,000 drawings (which, if 
laid side by side, would make a line 40 
miles long) and 100,000 paintings of the 
characters in action. The film itself, 
6,875 feet long with a running time of 83 


minutes, is composed of 13 sequences 
and 1,200 scenes utilizing 800 painted 
backgrounds. The result, we are happy 
to add, is a merry, melodic, and entirely 
novel version of what really happened in 
Sherwood Forest. 

Join us next month for “Alice in Won- 
derland,” based on Lewis Carroll's fanci- 
ful book and abounding not only with 
the characters he made famous, but 
others created for the Disney version by 
Walt’s artists. W

hether you're planning a dream 

vacation at Walt Disney World

summer schedule with trips, hikes, pic- 
nics and get-togethers — you'll want to 
capture all your golden moments on 
film! Don’t be discouraged if last sum- 
mer’s prints of family and friends were 
less than perfect. This handful of helpful 
tips will show you how to avoid common 
problems that plague the novice—and let 
you end up with an album of treasured 
memories! 


Focusing On Your Camera 
The better your camera, the easier it is 
to take good photos. If you’re thinking 
about getting new equipment, check out 
the “point-and-shoot” cameras which 
have revolutionized amateur photogra- 
phy. By offering such features as auto- 
focus, autoflash, and automatic film ad- 
vance, these lightweight, easy-to-use 
cameras help you make every shot count. 
If you're satisfied with your current 
camera, make sure it’s in good working 
order before you load up. 


Ready...Get Set... 

Are you a weekend photographer who 
hasn't looked through a lens since last 
July? Review this quick checklist to make 
sure you're ready to shoot. 

e Are there batteries in your camera? 

Are they still good? If you haven't used 

them for four or five months, you 

should probably buy new ones. 

Is your camera loaded? Is the film 

advancing correctly? If your camera 
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has a window 
that lets you monitor the film's 
movement, check it after every shot. 
If you use a strobe for flash pictures, 
make sure the batteries are still good. 
Have you set the shutter speed so it will 
synchronize with your flash? (Check 
your owner’s manual for the correct 
setting.) 

e And finally, did you remember to 
remove the lens cap? 


How To Rescue 
The Incredible Shrinking Family 

Have you ever taken a shot of your 
family against a magnificent landscape— 
then been amazed to see only unrecog- 
nizable tiny matchstick figures in your 
print? 

Because you see with your brain—not 
with your eyes—it’s easy to make this mis- 
take. When you look at a scene, you’re 
most interested in the human subjects— 
so they appear larger. But the camera 
doesn’t have your natural bias, and re- 
produces exactly what's out there. 

Prevent your family from shrinking 
away by filling up your viewfinder with 
people—not landscape. When you take a 
group shot, try a close-up of three or 
four heads— or go for a three-quarters 
shot from the waist up—rather than tak- 
ing a full-length portrait. By getting 
close, you'll be able to see your loved 
ones’ happy smiles. Those shots of your 
precious people are the ones you'll look 
at again and again—long after your pic- 
ture postcards have been discarded. 


How To Abolish The Blurs 
Why do your photos sometimes 
look as if they were shot behind a 
rain-drenched pane of glass? Your 
prints can look blurred or fuzzy 
even after you've focused carefully— 
and even when your camera has 
autofocus. 

The solution to this problem is sim- 
ple: just don’t jerk the camera when 
snapping the picture! Jo abolish the 
blurs forever, try resting the camera 

against your face. When you have cen- 
tered your subject inside the frame, 
slowly squ-e-e-ze the shutter. If your 
camera is small enough, apply equal 
pressure on both sides of the box. 


How To Get A Piece Of The Action 

‘Taking first-rate action pictures is dif- 
ficult even for professional photogra- 
phers. But when you're successful, you'll 
be thrilled by the excitement and energy 
you've captured on film—and you may 
never want to shoot the same old family 
lineup again! Here are a few pointers for 
catching bodies in motion. 

First, try to put your subject against a 
simple background. If there are trees, 
playground equipment, telephone lines, 
or any other obstructions in your view- 
finder, the photo will look “busy,” and the 
action will lose its drama and effective- 
ness. For summertime photos, the sky— 
and an uncluttered horizon— make the 
perfect backdrop. 

Then, rehearse your action scene. If 
your rollerskating champ plans to whiz 
down a hill, have a practice run first. 
Focus on a single spot as your wheeled 
wonder passes by. On the second run, 
hold your focus on that spot, wait until 
your subject moves into the frame—then 
snap away! 

There’s only one more step to taking 
memorable photos—and that’s practice! 
As with any other art, the more photos 
you take, the better results you'll get. So 
don't delay—get out your camera. . and 
happy shooting! @

KIDS: A TERRIFIC 


ecause Lisa’s doctor wanted her 
B to have at least an hour of phys- 

ical exercise every day, her 
father took up jogging with her. The 
two recently received medals for finish- 
ing a 5K race. 

When Jeff started having trouble 
with geometry, his engineer-father 
shared his mathematical expertise and 
tutored him. Jeff got a B on his last re- 
port card. 

In the olden days, roles were de- 
fined: Daddy went to work, came home 
tired, and watched TV or read the pa- 
per. Mother kept house and took care 
of the children. Now it’s all mixed up. 
In more households than not—60 per- 
cent to be precise—both parents work, 
and parenting is more of a fifty-fifty 
situation. This means that fathers are 
taking more responsibility for their 
children than ever before—and the 
youngsters are getting the benefit of 
some high-quality fathering! 

“Fathering is absolutely critical, par- 
ticularly in today’s society,’ says Dr. 
Beatrice Cooper, PhD., a former staff 
member of the Reiss-Davis Child Guid- 
ance Center who has had over 20 years 
experience counseling parents. “When 
fathers become aware of how impor- 
tant they are in their child’s eyes, it’s 
easier for them to spend time with their 
children.” 

Dr. Cooper points out that even when 
both parents work, the mother usually 
interacts with the child more often. So 
when the father speaks, his words carry 
more weight. “The child is used to hear- 
ing his mother giving instructions and 
orders,” she explains. “Eventually, her 
voice is tuned out. It’s on another 
channel in the child’s head. But the 
father is so yearned for, so sought after, 
that his voice stays within the child.” 

According to Dr. Cooper, “A good 
father is one who says what he thinks, 
feels, and means. He really has to let his 
child know who he is, how he thinks, 
what he stands for. Sometimes children 
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Sharing quality time playing together helps form a bond between father and child 


don’t know what their father does fora 
living, and they have no idea what their 
father believes in. Fathers should be 
more outspoken, and not leave the par- 
enting primarily to the mother.” 

To let their children know “who they 
are, some fathers take their children to 
work with them for a morning or an 
afternoon when the children are out of 
school. Others take the child in to see 
“where Daddy works” on a Saturday. 
They talk to their youngsters about 
some of the responsibilities that go with

their job, explaining what they do and 
why. This helps the children feel 
they're part of their father’s working 
life. 

Dr. Cooper knows that many of the 
fathers she counsels play the role of 
tutor, helping their youngsters with 
homework. “Time spent together on 
homework may be the only quality time 
the child spends with the father. And 
when the child is tutored by the father, 
or he follows up on the homework, it 
gets done.” 
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According to Joan Kurtzman, MSW, 
fathers should also show the nurturing 
part of themselves—their capabilities 
of love and warmth—to their children. 
She recently noted a young father who 
was feeding his six-month-old baby and 
a three-year-old child a cup of yogurt. 
“Caring was evident in every move he 
made,” she says. “I started talking with 
him and commented on it. ‘I love them,’ 
he told me, as though it were a matter 
of course.” Kurtzman and others in the 
“people helping” profession would re- 
lish seeing more loving between fathers 
and children. 

How can you begin to “father” your 
young ones more effectively? Here are 
a few tips: 

Invite your child on an outing to the 
snow, to the beach, or wherever you 
want to go. And invite one or two of 
your children’s friends as well! 

Suggest outings doing things which 
interest you. If your child loves the zoo 
and you're bored by it, don’t go. You 
won't have a good time and your child 
will sense it. 

Get involved in a project together, 
like building a model airplane There 
are kits for those who need guidance. 

Check out what’s of interest at the 
museum or other local places to visit. 


Do some homework ahead of time so Caring fathers have discovered that by demonstrating their capabilities of love 
you ll have something to talk about with and warmth they are able to fulfill the deepest needs of their children for the 
your child. close relationship that every youngster treasures in the early years of growing up 


Find out what your youngsters are 
interested in—sports, music, television, 
or whatever—and talk to them on their 
level. Try to remember what intrigued 
you when you were that age and share 
those memories. Kids love knowing 
what their parents were like as children. 

Go shopping for clothes or groceries 
together. It’s one more way of bonding 
with your child, of having things in 
common. 

Plan outings that you will enjoy. Dr. 
Cooper stresses, “If the father gets 
gratification and satisfaction after a 
successful afternoon with his child, he’s 
laid the foundation for further contact.” 

Make up stories for your children. 
One super-imaginative father created a 
make-believe planet and peopled it 
with fanciful—not scary—creatures. 
As his children grew up, they con- 
tinued to embellish this story. Now, as 
parents themselves, they play the game 
with their own children. This is called 
building your own traditions—and it’s 
never too late to start! W
